Startling Figures 


It is estimated that people spend 
eight times more hours at movies than 
at Sunday School; that only one out of 
every 12 persons in our country attend 
church; that seven out of eight children 
quit church and Sunday School atten- 
dance before they reach 15 years of age; 
that there are more bar-maids in this 
country than college girls; that 1,000,000 
American girls have a venereal disease; 
100,000 girls disappear every year into 
white slavery. 

15,000,000 “sex” magazines are 
printed monthly, and read by one-third 
of the American people; 1,000,000 ille- 
gitimate babies are born annually; there 
are almost a million illegal abortions 
performed annually; our nation harbors 
three times as many criminals as college 
students; a major crime is committed 
every 22 seconds, a murder every 40 
minutes; an aggravated assault or rape 
every hour; 60 suicides a day; two out 
of three adults, both men and women, 
smoke; three out of ten who start as 
light drinkers end up drunkards.

Black Light 

“Black light” or ultra-violet rays plus 
certain fluorescent substances which 
glow under the rays, are used for mark- 
ing various objects—even people. 

Bank notes, tax stamps, etc., are given 
distinguishing characteristics by finely 
divided chemicals soaked into the fibre 
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of the paper. Under ordinary light, the 
pigments are invisible, but under the 
ultra-violet rays erasures and alterations 
immediately are apparent. Ink and paper 
used in ration coupons have been im- 
pregnated with fluorescent materials and 
under the rays the ink glows brightly. 

Backs of workers’ hands are stamped 
with fluorescent ink which becomes vis- 
ible only when factory guards turn upon 
them the black light from their small 
ultra-violet lamps instead of looking for 
an identification tag. It might well be 
wondered if some such device might be 
used by the antichrist in marking his 
subjects. Hands or forehead would in 
no way be disfigured, yet the indelible 
mark would be there under the spotlight 
of the ray—From Prophecy.

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The Power of God

This word dunamis appears in Matt. 
oe 1 20; 21g 255713704, 58; - 14:2 
and Mark 6:2, 5, and is translated won- 
derful works or mighty works, and in 
each instance refers to either healing 
the human body or casting out devils or 
evil spirits. In Acts 2:22; 8:13; 1 Cor. 
12:28; Heb. 2:4, it is translated miracles. 
In 1 Cor. 12:10 it is rendered working 
of miracles. In the 29th verse it is 
workers of miracles. Four times it is 


translated strength. Heb. 11:11; Rev. 


— el 
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12:10; 2 Cor. 12:9; Rev. 3:8 Once 
violence, Heb. 11:34. Once abundance, 
Rev. 18:3. Once mightily, Col. 1:29; 
and once mighty deeds, 2 Cor. 12:12. 
In at least 75 other places this word is 
translated power and in almost every case 
refers to miracles of God’s divine work- 
ing. 

This is the word Jesus is quoted as 
using when He said, “Ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you.” 

This effort to show the usage of the 
word dunamis refers almost entirely to 
miracle working power is necessary in 
the face of the tendency of the church 
to limit the word’s meaning to the power 
to live above sin and have victory over 
temptation. While such power is indeed 
important, it is not that to which Jesus 
referred in our text. Neither is that the 
power referred to in testimony to the 
ministry of Jesus by Peter (Acts 2:22)— 
“Ye men of Israel, hear these words; 
Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of 
God among you by MIRACLES (du- 
namis) and wonders, and signs, which 
God did by him in the midst of you, as 
ye yourselves know.” Jesus was sinless 
and holy, but that isn’t mentioned here. 

It was not just power to live victor- 
iously over sin and temptation that Paul 
referred to in 2 Cor. 12:12 as he spoke 
of the “signs of an apostle,” which, said 
he, “were wrought among you in all 
patience, in signs, and wonders, and 
mighty deeds (dunamis).” Again in Heb. 
2:4 the same is true where it is said 
“God also bearing them witness, both 
with signs and wonders, and _ divers 
miracles (dunamis) and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost according to his Will.” 

No lightness of thought is given to 
power over sin, for unless we follow

atter this holiness, we shall not see God 
—but that is not the power we are study- 
ing. We will learn more about this later 
on in this study. 

If it is argued that such power be- 
longed only to the apostles and Jesus, we 
have only to look to Acts 6:8, and read 
of Stephen, the deacon, how he, “full of 
faith and power (dunamis), did great 
wonders and miracles among the people”; 
or to Acts 8:13 where Philip, the deacon 
evangelist, caused wonder by the “mir- 
acles (dunamis) and signs which were 
done,” referring to verses 6 and 7 which 
tell of mighty healings and victory over 
unclean spirits. Once more (and a three- 
fold cord is not easily broken; and by the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word is established) in Luke 10:19. 
Jesus said, not to just the twelve, but to 
the seventy (verse 17), “Behold I give 
you power (dunamis) over all the power 
(dunamis) of the enemy. 

Here it is well to pause and admit 
Satan’s power. He has it, too. Note 2 
Thess. 2:9—“The working of Satan with 
all power Cdunamis) and signs, and 
lying wonders.” Rev. 13:2—“And the 
dragon gave him his power (dunamis).” 
But the power of God is greater, and the 
power promised to the church is power 
over all of Satan’s power. Let men be- 
ware of confusing God’s power with 
Satan’s, remembering Jesus’ words to 
those who did so; read Matt. 12:22-33. 
Jesus healed a devil-possessed lad. The 
Pharisees said He did so by the power 
of Satan. Jesus replied by a sound argu- 
ment in verses 25, 28, and closed His 
argument by a warning that those men 
were dangerously near, if not actually 
guilty of, blasphemy against the Holy 
Ghost. 

The word we study is used of man as 
well as of God and Satan, Matt. 25:15, 
and is translated there as ability. Again 
in 2 Cor. 7:3 the word appears twice in 
this connection. So man has power, lim- 
ited and feeble compared to the power 
of Satan, and is under the power of 
(exousiazo, control) Satan (Acts 26: 
18); but, thanks be to God, man can be 
delivered from Satan’s power and be 
given power over all the power of the 
enemy. Amen! 

This power of God not only is mani- 
fested in miracles, but also in effective, 
convincing speaking (Acts 4:33)—“With 
great power (dunamis ) gave the apostles 
witness of the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus.” This is also, in all probability, 
what is meant when it is said of Stephen 
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(Acts 6:10)—“They were not able to 
resist the wisdom and the spirit by which 
he spake.” 

Lord, evermore give unto us this 
power! 

The ministry of the early church was 
characterized by this wonder-working, 
convincing power of God. Of the min- 
istry to Corinth we read that the preach- 
ing was “In demonstration of the spirit 
and power (dunamis).” This word, 
demonstration, is apodoixis which in 
turn comes from another word, apodeik- 
numi which means to exhibit or mani- 
fest, to show, or set forth. So this dem- 
onstration of power was an exhibiting, 
to the Corinthian eyes, of God’s might 
in miraculous power. Paul reminds his 
Thessalonian church that the word of 
God came to them not in “word only, 
but also in power (dunamis).” He fur- 
ther testifies, in 2 Cor. 6:4-7, that he 
and his brethren in the ministry had ap- 
proved themselves (not just himself) by 
many things including “the power (du- 
namis) of God.” He also declares that 
the standard by which to judge professed 
ministers was not by their speech but by 
the power (dunamis) which they could 
show, for, said Paul, “the kingdom of 
God is not in Word, but in power 
(dunamis).” See 2 Cor. 4:19, 29. 

The inspired Apostle to the Gentiles 
didn’t hesitate to state that he was anx- 
ious that the faith of his hearers should 
stand “in the power (dunamis) of God.” 
Perhaps the weak faith in so many as- 
semblies lies in the absence of this won- 
der-working power of God. | 

Let it be noted here that this power 
that accompanies the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, does not function apart 
from faith. It not only inspires faith 
but springs from faith, so that of it this 
may be said, “It is from faith unto faith.” 
Note that CActs 6:8) Stephen, full of 
faith and power (dunamis) did great 
wonders and miracles.” ‘This power has 
a keeping effect on people only when 
mixed with faith (1 Peter 1:5) and in 
Eph. 1:19, Paul states the exceeding 
greatness of his power is to “usward 
who believe.” 

Mighty demonstration of the power 
of God followed long seasons of prayer 
and, often, fasting both in the lives of 
Jesus and the apostles. After forty days 
of fasting and prayer Jesus came forth, 
“in the power of the Spirit” CLuke 


4:14). After 10 days of united earnest 
prayer and praise and worship the prom- 
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ised power came to the one hundred 
and twenty in the upper room, after 
long abstinence. Paul's speech convinced 
the ship’s officers and a little later en- 
abled him to lay hands on the father of 
Publius and heal him (Acts 27:21). 

Hope will flame brightly as a result 
of this dunamis of God (Rom. 15:13). 
“That ye may abound in hope by the 
power of God”; abound in hope, filled 
with it. Oh, for our assemblies to be 
again characterized by a glowing hope 
in the return of Jesus, by burning hope 
for healing when sickness comes, by 
living hope of victory in every trial. 
The hope now seen for better things is 
often accompanied by a resignation to 
unfavorable conditions. Oh, that the 
power of God would be manifest and 
revive the hope that maketh not 
ashamed. 

God’s power can be had in degrees, 
as will be seen by comparing Rev. 3:8, 
“For thou hast a little strength Cduna- 
mis)” with Acts 6:8, “And Stephen full 
of faith and power Cdunamis).” Of 
most of our assemblies we can say, “Thou 
hast a little strength.” We see occas- 
ional healings, hear occasional stirring 
sermons, instead of the wonder-inspiring 
demonstration of might that causes great 
joy in all the city CActs 8:8). 

While we are longing for a manifes- 
tation of power, perhaps it would be 
well to remember that such a demon- 
stration is not intended to supercede the 
ministry of prophets and teachers, for 
we see that both the prophet and the 
teacher are listed ahead of the gift of 
miracles Cdunamis), 1 Cor. 2:28. No 
healing, no miracle, is ever intended to 
take precedence over God’s Word and 
when the church gives miracles this 
unlawful prominence she gives God 
license to withhold His power just as 
much as unbelief in the miraculous 
gives God the same license. Which is 
just another way of saying that “accord- 
ing to your faith be it unto you” and, 
“except a man strive lawfully, he is not 
crowned.” 

Earlier in this study, mention was 
made of the power to live above the 
strength of sin in contrast with the 
dunamis promised after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you. A brief state- 
ment should answer most queries. The 
power Cdunamis) of God to work mir- 
acles is desirable, but victory over sin is 
vital for without following after holiness, 


no man shall see the Lord. In Matt. 


7:22, 23 we read, “Many will say to me 
in that day, Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in thy name, .. . and in thy 
name done many wonderful works (du- 
namis)? And then will I profess unto 


them, I never knew you! Depart from , 


me, ye that work iniquity.” Therefore, 
let no man feel that power to work 
miracles is a guarantee of admission to 
heaven. As glorious and as desirable as 
such power may be, it must be secon- 
dary to holiness. In fact, the demonstra- 
tion of Jesus as the Son of God with 
power (dunamis), to be effective, must 
be according to the Spirit of holiness 
(Romans 1:4). 

To prevent another extreme let the 
student note that he becomes subject to 
error by being ignorant of God’s duna- 
mis. Jesus charged certain of His lis- 


therefore err, because ye do not know 
the scriptures, neither the power (du- 
namis) of God?—CMark 12:24. Sum- 
ming their errors, He said it takes both 
knowledge of the Scriptures and of the 
power of God to prevent error. 

In the last days men shall have a form 
of godliness but deny the .power (du- 
namis) thereof (2 Tim. 3:5). Thus we 
have deniers who will mock us. Still 
others charge us with demon power; and 
in doing so, show less grace than their 
Sadducean, Pharasaical, Sanhedrin fore- 
fathers who at least had the courtesy to 
ask “by what name or what power have 
ye done this?” For these were willing 
to be shown, and we read that a great 
company of them became obedient to 
the faith. While our accusers seem to be 
content with their knowledge and feel 
competent to say without question, “they 
by the power of Beelzebub cast out 
devils and sickness.” Concerning such 
reproach we are comforted by the word 
of Paul to Timothy exhorting him to be 
a “partaker of the afflictions of the gospel 
according to the power (dunamis) of 
God,” by which we believe Paul meant 
to say that the power of God in one’s 
life would bring afflictions. from the 
world such as those that slandered and 
abused him, and this same power would 
also enable the afflicted to bear his afflic- 
tion. Thank God! 

A brief meditation on the entire 
study causes us to ask “who is:sufficient 


for these things?” To which the reply 


must always be, “our sufficiency is of 


God.”

When one cannot carry his 
request alone and pray through all the 
dark powers and circumstances surround- 
ing himself Gwe do realize that many 
times the burden is too heavy upon one’s 
shoulders, and help is needed), we have 
access to the consecrated few who gather 
themselves together in united prayer. It 
is said that God rules the world by the 
prayers of his saints, and prayer is the 
power by which Satan is conquered. | 
would also like to add here the word 
that it is in the consecrated assembly 
where the presence of Jesus is to be felt 
and His power experienced in the Fath- 
er’s fulfilling their desires. 


Shall we analyze this verse and see 
why Christ is more present to help in 
united prayer? Here we have not only 
a union of prayer, but also a unity in 
the union of prayer. It is often true that 
there is a general consent to agree with 
another's request. As an illustration: we 
have a custom and manner of asking for 
prayer requests from the general congre- 
gation; and, of course, are always happy 
to do so. But I am sure that many re- 
quests are only received and prayed for 
by general consent without a distinct

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united desire. If we are to have unity 
in this union of prayer with the great 
manifestation of His presence and pow- 
er, we must have distinct united desire. 
Two people might be plotting together 
for some mutual advantage of a low 
order, yet we cannot conceive of their 
having a prayer meeting about it. This 
united prayer is not a plotting together 
for some mutual advantage to demand a 
concession to our own will. It is unsel- 
fish, with the comforts, happiness, and 
rights of others as its deepest expression. 
Here Christ is present. 

United prayer is brotherly, affectio- 
nate, and kind. We must be on friendly, 
even brotherly, terms, before we can 
really pray together. The union of two 
alone in prayer implies very deep mutual 
confidence. If the church is not a place 
of discord, it can and will be close to 
heaven. 

It would be so unnatural for children 
of a good family always to meet their 
father separately and never with the 
united expression of their desires or their 
love. ‘Thus, those of the Christian family 
have been taught by the Master to pray, 
“Our Father.” Here you have it—“For 
where two or three are gathered together 
in my name, there am I in the midst of 
them.” His name is the center of union 
to which the believers gather in the bond 
of union that makes them one. One 
family with Lord and Master, the very 
kind, gentle, compassionate Spirit of the 
Lord making His family one in like 
nature. This is only so in the conse- 
crated family of God. ‘There Christ is 
present. 

In this united prayer of God’s family 
the answer is sure. “It shall be done for 


‘them of my Father.” When too weak 


to pray, and when we feel helpless and 
alone, we find strength in the fellowship 
and help of others.

Tobacco Poison 


Smoking tests were made recently at 
Mayo Clinic on physicians and technic- 
ians, both men and women. The sub- 
jects were young and in good health, 
but after smoking two standard brand 
cigarettes, the electrocardiograms record- 
ed changes in heart action; the basal 
metabolic rate, pulse rate and blood 
pressure increased materially; and the 
temperature of toes and fingers de- 
creased. 

The scientists are warning military 
personnel that a cigarette given to a 
wounded soldier may cause irreparable 
damage if an artery has been injured, 
since cigarette smoking in a person sen- 
sitive to tobacco may cause constriction 
of blood vessels. 

In line with these findings Harvard 
University research men report that the 
keen eyesight needed by night fliers is 


impaired by cigarette smoke.

Sitting at the canteen in our Service 
Center the other night, a sailor said to 
me, “This is the first cup of coffee that 
I’ve had free in six months.” But that 
is not all that we serve these boys. We 
have sandwiches, doughnuts, cakes, and 
the other night the C.A.’s supplied 
potato salad for them. Saturday nights 
the young people of the Eastbay Area 
have been in charge, and they are doing 
a wonderful job. 

Brother Kenneth Bailey, one of our 
sailor C.A.’s, had been. very helpful in 
our recreation room where we have 
many kinds of games to entertain the 
boys. 

Through our Registration Book, two 
cousins met for the first time in two 
years. They were inseparable the rest 
of the evening. 

Night after night, with our good pas- 
tors and their people, we sing “The Old 
Rugged Cross,” one of the favorite 
songs of the servicemen, as well as many 
other old-time hymns requested by the 
boys. Does God talk to their hearts?

Superintendent’s Corner 


More than four months have slipped 
by since I assumed the duties of the 
District Superintendent, and our Gap 
Tipincs family has had no report of 
my activities. Having waited this long, 
to give anything like a detailed report 
would be out of the question. So I will 
content myself with a few general re- 
marks. 

During four months your Superin- 
tendent traveled some 10,000 miles. 
(This includes a trip East to the Gen- 
eral Presbyters’ meeting.) It has been a 
privilege and a joy to visit many of our 
smaller groups, some of them in isolated 
sections where the going is slow and 
difficult and where the minister’s dream 
of building a self-sustaining and self- 
propagating church is not realized with- 
out long patience.

It is the dream of the District Superin- 
tendent, and I believe it could and 
should be realized, that we will do more, 
much more, in planting new assemblies 
and assisting the weaker groups to be- 
come established in the ee: possible 
locations and with the best possible fa- 
cilities for reaching and serving the 
people. For this work of enlargement 
and betterment we need tens of thous- 
ands of dollars, and I am praying that 
some of God’s stewards, having large 
sums that should be working for God, 
will read these lines and feel this need 
and come to the help of the Lord. We 
have scores of cities where the work 
should be strengthened and enlarged, 


many places where new churches should 
be opened, but where it will cost money. 
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Will we sit in smug complacency in 
our ceiled houses while the work of God 
lies in waste CHag. 1:2-4)? We need 
God-called men and women who will 
give their time and their all. We also 
need men and women—thousands of 
them—who will recognize their ability 
to make money as a sacred trust, and

e Sierra Leone, West Africa 


Many of our readers will be interested 
in the whereabouts and work of Brother 
and Sister Paul C. Wright in Freetown, 
Sierra Leone, West Africa. Sister Wright 
is the former Miriam Kennedy and well 
known among us. We were happy to 
hear from Miriam recently. The letter 
was dated November 15, and says, in 
part: “As you probably heard, Paul and 
I arrived here the first of July in the 
middle of the wet season. It’s really 
beginning to get hot now, and we won't 
have any rains for a long time. My folks 
(John and Daisy Kennedy) just left last

our real missionary work. Some of our 
Kru young people are quite interested 
in learning music, so I hope to start an 
elementary class soon, vocal and instru- 
mental. Paul has started a male chorus, 
and so far the results have been grati- 
fying. We spend quite a bit of our time 
between our Kru work and helping the 
Hemmingers with the Temme work. 
We are thankful for our instruments 
which are being used constantly, either 
by ourselves or the servicemen. The 
servicemen’s work is also a major part 
of our work. They are in our home 
nearly every day, and we have three 
different types of meetings for them 
each week. I’m ‘Sis’ to them all. 

“We have not found things to be a 
bed of roses, so to speak, out here, but 
God has been good to us. . . . Our equip- 
ment has not arrived as yet so we have 
to make out the best we can for a while. 
We have a piano coming. Praise the 
Lord! 

“Paul and I were married at C.B.I. 
upon his graduation. Paul is a young 
man, 26 years old, but spent 12 years in 
South Africa with his parents and came 
to C.B.I. in 1940... . He is very musical 
and talented... . 

“We just received word that the Har- 
old Lehmanns are in Liberia and may 
come the same route as we did. It will 
be extremely dangerous and difficult 
with the children. Even if they come 
here to Freetown, they will have to go 
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by boat down past Liberia to Nigeria. 
Traveling is still difficult though better 
than it was. Hope we will be able to 
see the Lehmanns again and have them 
in our home. 

“... The only thing that reminds me 
at the moment that I’m still in Africa is 
the drums beating, the house boy’s 
chickens sneaking in the house and the 
hot sun. We are well and thankful for 
the strength God gives us each day. 
Believe me, though, we seriously need 
your prayers and of all of our friends 
in California. . . . Oh, why don’t they 
write me? ... CThe address is P. O. 
Box 255, Freetown, Sierra Leone, West 
Africa.)

The following excerpts are from a 
letter written to “Dad” Lehmann by 
Sister Naomi Lehmann. The H. S. 
Lehmanns are getting adjusted to life 
in a strange land. 

“Things move along too slowly for us 
Americans, but maybe if we can ever 
fall in line, it will do us more than a 
little good. Because of having to buy 
supplies and get ready to come up here 
with the Floyd Thomases (from Tracy, 
California) until at least after Christmas, 
we have let our letters slide. . . . Mail 
will not go out again until next Tuesday. 
.. . Mail is one of the most important 
‘rites’ of our lives these days. . . 

“[Brother Lehmann] is preaching at 
different villages right along, of course 
through an interpreter. We have plenty 
to eat and the weather isn’t too unbear- 
ably hot... . 

“I can see already how busy we are 
going to be just carrying on our regular 
program of living. It seems we have to 
have a cook, a steward boy who serves 
the meals, cleans the house, does the 
dishes assisted by the laundry boy. The 
laundry boy does practically nothing 
but the washing and ironing except to 
help with dishes. The cook does the 
marketing, besides the washing of the 
pots and pans, keeping the kitchen 
clean, etc. Besides these three, if we 
are stationed where there is no running 
water, we must have a water boy who 
keeps the tanks filled so that we do have 
‘Tunning water’ instead of using it from 
pails. . . . If he is very industrious and 
quick, he can also act as the yard boy, 
but it usually takes two. Then if one 


has a garden he must have gardener, 
and so the plot thickens. The Thomases 
have a cook, steward, wash boy, yard, 
water, and poultry boy, with a small 
boy as his assistant. Then _ besides 
these, he has a gardener. However, the 
combined wages of these boys is about 
thirty dollars, perhaps a bit less. Here 
at Wale Wale the wages are less than 
in Tamale, which is seventy miles south. 
At Bawku, seventy miles north of here, 
wages and food are cheaper, whereas 
with the missionary stationed on the 
coast, everything is higher than at Ta- 
male. It seems that the larger the place 
and the more civilized, the higher the 
prices. In the smaller places almost all 
can grow vegetables and fruits, and this, 
naturally, is cheaper than having to use 
imported tinned goods. Here on Bill's 
(Floyd Thomas) ‘farm’ he has besides 
egg-plant, squash, beans, and such vege- 
tables, a banana farm, papyas (which are 
very good), limes, oranges, and grape- 
fruit. You can see it pays to have a gar- 
dener even though one has to pay one 
pound ten shillings ($6.00 per month) 
as one just can’t do his own gardening if 
he is to learn the language. 

“The plan is to spend from 9:00 a.m. 
until noon, and if possible, two hours 
in the afternoon, studying the language. 
... The last two days, Hal and Bill left 
here about 4:30 and went to two differ- 
ent villages for church services which 
last only an hour. Hal rode Bill’s bicycle 
and Bill rode his horse. . . . There are 


- few services held in the evenings as 


they do in the States, so most of the 
missionary’s evening can be spent with 
his. familys. 2/2 

“IT can assure you, that after being 
here only this short time, I can see how 
impossible, both from the spiritual and 
physical, it would be for a missionary 
and his family to accomplish anything 
without the help of the boys. . . . It is 
the duties of the missionary’s wife to 
instruct the cook, plan the meals, teach 
the steward and wash boy American 
methods, fix anything special, supervise 
the children’s studies, answer any callers 
who come for help or spiritual advice, 
take care of mending, dolling up the 
house, keep up her own person, help 
her husband with a number of little 
things, do what letter writing she can, 
BESIDES learn the language. . : . About 
this language study, . . . the missionary 
takes an examination at the close of his 
first and second year on the field; so it

So David 
prays for God’s Word to be “sent out” 
so that it might be “a lamp unto my feet 
and a light unto my path.” Young 
people, in these darkened days, remem- 


ber, “The entrance of thy word giveth 
light.” 


ll. The Bible—The Errorless Truth 


Jesus prayed for his disciples, “Sanc- 
tify them through Thy truth; Thy word 
is truth.” My heart’s cry is for a revival 
of Bible study which will bring with 
it the blessings we so desperately need. 
Why is there faltering faith, stammer- 
ing testimonies? “Faith cometh by hear- 
ing and hearing by the Word of God.” 
“Study to show thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” So faith comes from the Word 
and courageously witnesses, for as we 
study we develop into “a workman that 
needs not be ashamed.” Don’t be 
swayed by the so-called higher critics! 
Ofttimes those who come to ridicule, re- 
main to give honor to the King. Tom 
Paine, when he wrote the first part of 
“The Age of Reason” (so his biogra- 
phers say) was without a Bible, neither 
could he procure one. David Hume, 
English critic of the 18th Century, who 
so bitterly assailed Christianity, had to 
admit he had not read even half of the 
New ‘Testament. Christian comrades,

STUDY Ix 


THE BEAST VISION OF THE TIMES 
OF THE GENTILES 


CHAPTER 7, PART Il 


We have already considered three of 
the seven divisions of this Study; it re- 
mains for us to consider the remaining 
four. 

IV. The Nondescript Monster 

Verse 7. “After this I saw in the 
night visions, and behold a fourth beast, 
dreadful and terrible, and strong exceed- 
ingly; and it had great iron teeth: it de- 
voured and brake in pieces, and stamped 
the residue with the feet of it: and it 
was diverse from all the beasts that were 
before it; and it had ten horns.” There 
is an additional detail given in verse 19 
where we are told it had “nails of brass.” 
Mark the fact that these four beasts did 
not rise out of the sea simultaneously, 
but consecutively. This is clear from 
the words, “After this I saw,” and also 
from that fact that we are here told that 
this beast “was diverse from all the 
beasts that were before it.” The king- 
doms symbolized by these four beasts 
did not exist contemporaneously; they 
succeeded one another; the fourth did 
not come into existence until after the 
third had run its course. 

This unnamed monster corresponds 
with the legs of iron in the image-vision, 
and represents the Roman empire. There 
can be little doubt about this; there is 
none in the minds of any with the excep- 
tion of a few of the modern critics, and 
those who are following them. Until a 
century or so ago nobody of repute 
among the interpreters, Jewish or Chris- 
tian, ventured to teach or believe other- 
wise. And it is not to our purpose to 
consider or attempt to answer the con- 
clusions, or try to set aside as worthless 
the suggestions of these modern critics. 
The most of the critics who reject the 
traditional view refuse to recognize the 
fact that Daniel wrote the book, despite 
the fact that our Lord believed he did, 
and their suggestions concerning the 
interpretations of this chapter, and other 
prophetic sections, are utterly out of 
harmony with what we regard as sane 
exegesis. 

It is interesting to turn at this juncture 
to the 13th chapter of Revelation, and 
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see how the beast John saw come up out 
of the sea had all the characteristics of 
these four beasts Daniel saw. John’s 
beast had seven heads, and ten horns, 
and “was like unto a leopard, and his 
feet were as the feet of a bear, and his 
mouth as the mouth of a lion.” Daniel 
was looking forward: he saw the lion, 
the bear, the leopard, and then the non- 
descript monster; John was looking 
backward, and in his day the fourth 
beast was already in existence; so he saw 
the leopard, the bear and the lion. ‘Ter- 
tible as these other beasts had been, the 
beast that then was, and is yet to be, was 
more terrible than any one of them; it 
had the characteristics of all of them, 
and some in addition thereto. 

Let us look at the seven facts that are 
here set forth concerning this monster. 

1. It was dreadful and terrible. Or, 
according to Moffat’s version, “dire and 
dreadful.” Young renders it, “terrible 
and fearful,” and. Rotherham has given 
us a rendering that differs from any 
other with which I am familiar: “terrible 
and well-hipped,” and in a footnote has 
written, “So Fuerst.” That this render- 
ing is justified is evident from Dr. 
Strong’s definition of the Chaldee word; 
he defines it as meaning “well-loined 
Ge. burly) or mighty.” In the image- 
vision the Grecian empire of Alexander 
is represented by “the belly and thighs 
of brass.” ‘The Roman empire displaced 
the Grecian empire, and in a sense it 
may be said to have grown out of it, the 
connection between the two empires 
being very vital, the former fading into 
the latter. It would seem then that 
“well-hipped” or “well-loined” would be 
a good expression to make use of in 
speaking of “the legs of iron” of the 
image-vision, those legs representing, 
as we have seen, this same empire that 
is here represented by the beast “terrible 
and well-hipped.” At the same time it 
can be said that the beast’s being thus 
“well-hipped” must have added greatly 
to its “terrible” appearance, and must 
have impressed Daniel with its great 
power. In the R. V., and also in the 
A. R. V. we read, “terrible and power- 
ful.” ‘These words certainly express 
what the Roman empire was. 

2. It was strong exceedingly. Moffat 
renders it, “mightily strong.” An em: 


pire more “mightily strong” had never 
existed; it excelled in strength all the 
empires that had preceded it. Seiss has 
well said that “crushing power was its 
chief characteristic.” 

3. It had great iron teeth. There is 
strength in iron. Hence this same em- 
pire is represented in the image-vision 
by the “legs of iron.” The teeth of a 
beast of prey are used with which to tear 
into pieces its victims. And since this 
empire was to devour its many victims, 
it was fitting that it should be thus rep- 
resented; and, as we have already seen, 
there is an additional detail given in 
verse 19, where mention is made of 
“nails of brass.” With its nails the 
beast of prey seizes and holds its victim, 
while with its teeth it tears the flesh 
from its bones and devours it. 

4. It devoured and brake in pieces. 
This is exactly what the Roman empire 
did. Other empires had indeed done 
the same thing, but not on as large a 
scale. Wherever the Roman armies went 
they left destruction in their wake; the 
inhabitants of the countries that were 
overrun and subdued by the legions of 
Rome were everywhere made to cringe 
in the presence of the Roman soldier, 
and wherever the right of Rome to rule 
was challenged, or called into question, 
the opposing forces were cut down by 
the sword, or sold into slavery, or ren- 
dered subservient or helpless in some 
other uncompromising manner. Much 
has been written concerning the benev- 
olence of Rome, but it was a selfish 
benevolence, if indeed it can be called 
benevolence at all; it was like the beney- 
olence of a Hitler, who, if he spares a 
people or appears to render them a 
service, it is that they may contribute 
to his own well being or the progress of 
his cause; only they who can be useful 
to him have any right to expect pity or 
consideration at his hands. 

5. It stamped the residue with the 
feet of it. The meaning is that those 
countries, or, that part of the world it 
did not devour and break into pieces, it 
stamped beneath its feet. Hence Mof- 
fats rendering, “It devoured and tore 
its victims to pieces, stamping the rest 
with its feet”; and Dr. Gordon’s which 
says it “devoured and tore in pieces, 
trampling what remained under its feet.” 

6. It was diverse from all the beasts 
that were before it. And that this was 
true of the Roman empire every careful 
student of history knows. As one has

Perhaps we are a little late for New 
Year’s slogans and mottoes, but you will 
have to agree that the above title would 
make a good one, because personal work 
is so important today, and is a “must” 
on the true Christian worker’s calendar. 
So, let us use the slogan anyway! 

Why should every teacher be a per- 
sonal (person to person) worker? You 
are a Christian? ‘hen to whom do you 
owe your life and your very best? Whose 
“well done” are you anxious to hear 
when this weary journey is through? 
Whose name do you call upon eagerly 
when in trouble, because He is faithful 
to answer? Christ Jesus! 

Well, He commands that you bring 
the gospel to every creature, that you go 
into the highways and byways and 
“compel them” to come in. 

Why? Because there is a greater need 
for “person to person” workers than 
ever before. Are the sinners coming to 
you? Then there is a need that you go 
to them! 

Why? Because the sinner next to me 
is my responsibility; because I have a 
stewardship, a trust to keep, and an ac- 
count to give. 

Why? Because there are sinners— 
little sinners, young sinners, business 
sinners, and old sinners! And some of 
these sinners are within my reach as a 
Sunday School teacher.

3. Take inventory of your Christian 
walk; it must be Christ-like! 

4. Be prayerful! Take time to pray! 

5. Seek your guidance from the Lord. 

6. A worker must work in love. A 
love for God and a love for souls. 

7. A worker must know and use the 
Word of God. 

8. Whenever possible, deal with a 
soul, person to person; alone, so as to 
lessen distractions. 

9. Always lift up Christ. 

10. Encourage the one you are deal- 
ing with to kneel for prayer. This pos- 
ture makes one mindful of his need of 
God. 

11. Ask God for wisdom, and be care- 
ful to use it! 

12. When a soul is won to Christ, a 
worker’s work is just begun. Definite 
directions should always be given for 
Christian living. 

13. If a soul does not accept Christ 
after being dealt with, the worker's 
duties are not finished. He must pray 
that the Spirit will use the word spoken. 

14. A well-chosen tract or a letter 
written wisely, may be used effectively 
in personal work. 

15. The worker must not be fearful! 
Let hope replace fears as you claim His 
promise—“Lo, I am with you alway”!

And Adam Clarke has remarked that it 
was diverse, “not only in its republican 
form of government; but also in power 
and greatness, extent of dominion, and 
length of duration.”

When David Talmage, the father of 
the famous preacher, T. De Witt Tal- 
mage, was an eighteen-year-old boy still 
living at home with his brother Jacob 
and his sister, one night the three of 
them were going to a party. ‘Their moth- 
er, who was an invalid, just before they 
left, called them to her bedside and said, 
“You are going out to a gay party; but 
I want you to know that I shall be on my 
knees praying for you until you return.” 

They went, and on their return passed 
their mother’s door at two o'clock, catch- 
ing a glimpse of her still kneeling by 
her bed. Early the next morning Mother 
Talmage wakened her husband asked 
him to get up and see what was the 
matter, for she heard some one weeping. 

Going hastily down to the living 
room Father Talmage found his daugh- 
ter on her knees weeping, but when he 
undertook to speak to her she said, “Go 
to the barn, father, for David is in worse 
need of you than I am. I shall be all 
right.” 

Going to the barn the old gentleman 
found David weeping his heart out from 
the mighty conviction that had seized 
him. However, when Mr. Talmage 
had prayed a short time with him, David

This sweetheart of David’s later be- 
came the mother of T. De Witt Tal- 
mage. Some years afterwards she made 
a solemn covenant with four other wom- 
en to meet with them every Wednesday 
afternoon and pray for their children, 
until every child in the five homes was 
saved. The covenant was kept until 
every child in the five families was con- 


verted.—The Elim Evangel.

Returning Good for Evil 


There are a variety of New Testament 
passages which prescribe the forgiveness 
of injuries, subject to no condition what- — 
ever; which positively enjoin. the return- 
ing of good for evil; which command 
Christians to bless those that curse them;

and despitefully using them all the 
while. In these cases, the supposed re- 
pentance and regret of the party in fault 
are altogether out of the question. There 
is no selfishness in Christian charity; its 
forgiveness is purely spontaneous, pure- 
ly gratuitous; it is not bought with a 
price; it bargains for nothing; it stipu- 
lates for nothing; it will receive nothing; 
it has reserved nothing—in return for 
its proper act. 


Without compensation, without  re- 


“muneration, without an equivalent of 


any kind, it will do, as the consequence 
of its own liberality, what would other- 
wise be only the effect of the most ample 
and sufficient redress; it will not retain 
even a recollection of the past; it will 
treat the offender as if nothing has hap- 
pened, or nothing were remembered to 
have happened, to lower him in its good 
opinion; to give occasion to the least 
difference of sentiment towards him, 
from before. Forgiveness is to be given 
from the heart, if it is to be any argu- 
ment with our own Father and Judge 
for dealing leniently with ourselves.—
